Joseph O. Drake, a B. & O. fireman 
residing near Morris street on East 
Main, leaned on cne elbow in the op- 
erating room of the Newark Sanitar- 
ium Monday morning and defied the 
physicians and attendants to attempt 
to save his life. 
Gurgling inarticu- 


late sounds this wild, eyed victim of 
himself, refused aid after attempting 
self destruction' lirst by igniting es- 
caping gas at his home on East Main 
streeet and then by digging his throat 
oppn with an old" dull pocket knife, 
which was thrusl in his neck up to 
the handle. 


At shortly before 1 o'clock Monday 


morning an alarm of fire was receiv- 
ed at Central station from box 13 lo- 
cated at Morris and East Main. Upon 
the arrival of the department the 
house occupied by Drake was found 
terribly wrecked and the matress up- 
on the bed where he slept was burned 
some. To the firemen Drake said 
that he arose and struck a match to 
See the "time "arid the explosion follow=* 
ed. Tt is believed, however, that he 
tried to asphyxiate himself and fail- 
ing iii this lighted the match. 


Some time after the department 


had left, about 
5 o'clock, 
Thomas 


Hughes, residing on Morris 
street, 


thinking it strange that Drake had 
not been r.een since the 
explosion, 


forced his way into 
the house and 


was followed by William Moore. 


Upon entering the back room occu- 


pied by Drake the window blind was 
raised and to their horror the two 
saw the man lying unconscious on the 
bed in a pool of blood. They at once 
turned to body over and discovered 
that he had cut his throat 
Thinking 


him dead one of the men sent for the 
coroner. 'After working with him for 
a while Drake began 
to "regain con- 


sciousness. Bowers & Criss Brothers' 
ambulance was called and he was 
taken at once to the Sanitarium on 
West Main street, where Doctors J. S. 
Shirer, B. F. Barnes and E. J. Yowell 
closed the terrible wound 
in 
the 


throat after much difficulty in placing 
the man under an anesthetic. 


Drake's family, which consists of a 


wife and three hoys, has been away 
for some time visiting with relatives 
near Mansfield. 


Two possible causes for the deed 


are suggested. The first and 
more 


probable is to the effect that Drake 
has cot been wholly right mentally 
since' a wreck which occurred at Mi- 
ami crossing on the Midland division 
of the B. & O. about six years ago in 
which he was a victim. Ot that time 
. Drake was firing engine 881 for En- 
gineer A! Jones and ran through a 
train at the "Miami crossing. Drake 
jumped from the engine and alighted 
on his head in a pile of scrap iron. 
For a long time he was in a Columbus 
hospital and his recovery was very 
doubtful, a number of pieces of bone 
having been-removed from his skul!. 
Since that time it is claimed, he has 
frequently 
complained 
of his head 


and men who have worked near him 
state that they have noticed him act- 
ing strangely at times.

Drake's family 
has been notified, 


and will probabdly return Monday ev- 
ening. 


Doctors Shirer, Barnes and Yowell 


announced late this 
afternoon that

v/ho attempted suicide by cutting his 
throat, was successful 
and that

case complications did not set in his 
life will be saved. 
The aesophagus, 


which was completely 
severed, was 


successfully 
connected as was the 


trachae or windpipe. The reactionary 
period passed without harm to the 
patient, who has an unusually strong 
constitution. 


After the operation the unfortunate 


man" stated to the doctors that tho 
gas explosion was wholly accidental 
and that he saw nothing of it but that 
he intentionally cut his throat, lie 
knew not why. He stated that for 
the past four or five days he had suf- 
fered from the injury in his head ow- 
ing to the intense heat, and that a 
great part of the time he did not 
know what he was doing.

Nestor of American financiers, was 
born August 4, 1816, in Verona, Onei- 
da county, New York, where his par- 
ents, Elisha and Prudence Sage, mem- 
bers of a little company of pioneers 
from Connecticut, had halted while on 
their westward march in quest of a 
homestead. At the age of 12 years 
Russell began his career as an errand 
boy in the grocery store of his broth- 
er Henry in Troy. At the age of 22 
he established a wholesale grocery of 
his own in that place. 


In 1857 the young merchant had ac- 


quired a fortune estimated at almost 
half a million dollars, a vast amount 
for those days, and determined to re- 
tire from active business 
life. He

njured had already been taken out of 
he wreck. Officials of the company 
;ay they cannot tell as yet the exact 
extent of the disaster but express the 
opinion that the casualties will not 
•each much beyond the figures al- 
eady given. The officials of the road 
attribute the disaster to the failure 
of the telegraph operator at Rocking- 
lam to deliver orders to the passen- 
ger train. As soon as the news of 
he wreck reached Hamlet a wrecking 
mgine was sent out and the division 
iuperintendent and other officials hur- 
ied to the scene and took charge of 
he work of relief. Advices from the 
wreck are meagre.

The first thing of note that Hurry 


Kendall Thaw of Pittsburg, who re- 
cently shot and killed Stanford White, 
the famous architect, on the roof of 
the Madison Square Garden at JS'ew 
York, ever did v/as to begin smokia^ 
'cigarettes when he was a lad in knick- 
erbockers, says the New York World. 
His mother tried to^ stop him, but 
could not. When he went to Wooster 
university, iu Ohio, iu 1887, his addic- 
tion to this form of smoking was so 
great that the other boys nicknamed 
him "the cigarette fieud." Harry was 
lazy and indifferent to any form of 
study. Full of the assurance that his 
father's wealth 'and his mother's rich 
gifts to the university protected him, 
he devoted much of his time to play- 
ing pranks that were astounding in 
their freakishuess, but never vicious. 
The only form of exercise for which 
he cared was lawn tennis, and this he 
pursued with great application. 


President Scovel of the university 


sent for the boy oue day and sadly 
urged him to go to work. 


"It is your mother's wish," he added. 


"Tell me what branches of study you 
intend to follow." 


"Oh, I've chosen all right, all right," 


said the heir to millions, and he pulled 
out a gold cigarette case and opened it. 


"And what might your choice be, 


pray?" asked the Rev. Mr. Scovel. 


"Penmanship and lawn tennis," said 


the youth as he struck a match and 
blew rings of smoke into the face of 
the university president. 


It was only a week after this that 


young Thaw decided to lay aside his 
chosen branches, penmanship and lawn 
tennis, for the time. He fled to Eu- 
rope, wiring back that he had gone 
over to get some cigarettes. He re 
turned in a month and was not chidec 
or sent from school. Harry brought 
back to the" university several trunk 
full of cigarettes, which he distributed 
lavishly among his friends. 


The fledgeling millionaire became not- 


ed for his attentions to girls, especially 
to girls in theatrical troupes, and occa 
sionally he got into scrapes on accoun 
of them. Once he got into a fist figh 
over a girl. He was always lounging 
about the Wooster. theater or the hote 
in which the show girls stayed. On 
one occasion he persuaded all the girls 
in a comic opera company to wea 
garters and bows of the college color 
during the performance. The act made 
a hit with the students. 


Young Thaw was sent to Princeton 


in 1894, but he did not take life seri- 
ously enough and he never was grad- 
uated. He made many friends, who 
still refer to him pityingly as a good 
fellow. When he left college in the early 
nineties he returned to Pittsburg and 
devoted himself still more seriously to 
haying a good time. 


Long before this, of.course, he had 


learned to drink. One night he walked 
through a big plate glass window in 
the Hotel Imperial in New York. He 
paid well for the. window, of course. 
The incident was considered a great 
bit of humor. No important arteries 
were cut, and the young man was con- 
sidered to have had a very good time 
indeed. 


His wildest escapades while drinking 


happened in Pittsburg. He would visit 
the local Tenderloin with a party of 
friends, close up the house and fairly 
wallow in champagne.. His excesses 
and abuses included all manner of vl- 
ciousness. He would remain in a house 
for days at a time, and when he had 
tired of it, would give the proprietress 
a check for the amount of his bill. It 
was these checks constantly coming 
into his mother's hands which so wor- 
ried her. She could not help but know 
how the money bad been spent. 


Young Thaw often came to New 


York on visits to attend to the impor- 
tant business of having a good time, 
but he never forced his way into print 
until he arrived in Paris in May, 1900, 
and gave a dinner that cost §50,000 in 
honor of Llane de Pougy, Nellie Neu- 
stretter, Anna Robinson, La Belle Ote- 
ro, Cleo de Merode and other noted 
beauties. 
The dinner -was served in a 


restaurant in the Champs Elysee, the 
most expensive in Europe, kept by a 
man who was once chef to the czar. 
All that Thaw insisted upon was that 
the dishes and tte wines should be the 
costliest possible. In this project he 
had the hearty co-operation of the pro- 
prietor. Tbe souvenirs were trinkets 
of diamonds, pearls and sapphires. 


This dinner gave young Thaw a fine 


status in the world of people who 
ppond ail their energy in having a good 
time. He retv.rned to THtsburg j>res- 
ently and further disHng^iished himself 
1»y losing S40.0W one niciit 5n a game 
Of poker. At 7 o'clock next morning 
he wroto checks for all the olh<-r play- 
ers in the game. Tbe cashier of tbe 
?)nnk refused at first to honor the 
chf-ks, having heard that they were 
for poker los-sfs. but Harry Thaw gave 
him an anjrry lertnre about "honor," 
and the checks ww paid. 


Thaw's famous $.W(»0 feast 3n Paris 


was diip]i«itpd in New York with 
raorp beautiful women and a crftatfr 
di*r«rnrd for the conventlonnlilics. It 
wa<= followed by a feast at Sherry's at 
which ThsTr was the host and fliss 
Ncsbit. now Mr. Tbaw's wife, tbe 
hostrss. 


The exact ?ost of that entertainment 


uevar has been revealed, but it is 
kuowii that the order was given to 
spare no expense either in the prepara- 
lon of the menu, the decorations or 
tbe favors. 
Miss Nesbit selected the 


guests, and she took care to bring to- 
;ether beauties to outsLiue the Paris- 
an collection and Its replica In the 
Teuderlolu. 
She called the girls to- 


gether and gave them full Instructions 
as to costume and makeup. There were 
only six men in the party besides Har- 
ry Thaw. The young women were tbe 
,»ick of the stage beauties then in town. 


After coffee had been served there 


wan a vaudeville performance, in which 
an oriental dancer was a startling aud 
unexpected feature. Black face come- 
dians and Hlliputian dancers wound up 
the entertainment. In the big bouquet 
of beauty Evelyn Nesbit was the cen- 
tral flower. Thaw was so enraptured 
that he had eyes for no other woman 
and ears for no other voice. The din- 
ner was the talk of the town for a 
week and the host the most talked of 
man in New York. 


Back to Paris went young Thaw and 


gained further distinction in his life 
work. In March, 1901, the Comtesse 
Louise de Mortane, a charming widow, 
announced in Paris that ,she was hav- 
ing a submarine yacht built, La Mys- 
tere, in which she would always live. 
Six months earlier she had tried to kill 
herself because Harry Thaw would not 
marry her. 
A year later the tyoung 


man entertained Prince Komatsu, the 
mikado's brother, with ten days of ex- 
traordinary revelling at .the Moulin 
Rouge, a private exhibition of the 
Grand Opera ballet, a tea party at the 
Cafe Madrid, with Liane de Pougy and 
all the other great beauties, etc. 


From Port Huron, Mich., where Har- 


ry Thaw's brother, 
Josiah Copley 


Thaw, two years ago married Miss 
Mary Harrington Thompson, with Har- 
ry as best man at the wedding, came 
a story recently describing one of 
Thaw's typical escapades which now 
are brought forward by his friends as 
proof of insanity. 


With a party of Pittsburg friends, 


Harry Thaw was stopping at the Har- 
rington hotel. The young men from 
Pittsburg had a lively time from the 
start, but the climax came one evening 
when Harry Thaw bought out the Ho- 
tel Harrington bar for $350. 


The cash register was thrown out, 


and the bartenders and attendants 
were instructed to fill all orders, but to 
accept no money for the drinks they 
served.. All callers were welcomed. 
The patrons were mystified at first 
when their money was refused, but got 
used to it very soon, and nearly all 
the masculine population of Port 
ron called at the bar that night.

MAN EATING STURGEON. 


Boy STrimmiiigr In Allegheny Hive* 


Seized by Hnge Fish. 


A gigantic sturgeon created a panic 


the other afternoon among a crowd of 
boys who were swimming off Pater- 
son's coal float in the Allegheny''river 
at the Pittsburg end of the Sixth street 
bridge and nearly drowned one of 
them, says a Pittsburg special dispatch 
to the New York World.

Miller 
seized a baseball bat lying on the float 
and beat the fish over the head until it 
was dead. It was only after life was 
extinct that its big teeth could be ex- 
tracted from the boy's leg. An Alle- 
gheny physician dressed the boy's 
wound. 


The fish measured almost sis feet 


and weighed eighty-nine pounds.

The members of the slate board of 


public works <ire disturbed by the re- 
port that Mrs. Amos Leib, owner of 
an island in Buckeye Lake, has lease'.! 
(o Uie Ohio Fuel company the right to 
opera}e for oil and gas on the island. 
The legislature had decided that 
in 


order to keep'this 
reservoir for a 


state nark, oil and gas companies shall 
not be permitted upon it as is being 
done on the Giand reservoir. The es- 
cape of oil from the borings, upon the 
water, which can not he wholly pre- 
vented, constitutes a 
nuisance and 


makes the water unfit for boating and 
bathing, and will ultimately kill the 
fish. 


But through an act of the legisla- 


ture Mrs. Leib ha, secured the fee of 
the island and can do as she pleases 
about the lease, the state having no 
voice in the matter. The state canal 
commission was much chagrined when 
the legislature by special act gave the 
island to Mrs. Leib. It has insfituted 
suit to oust her as a squatter, aud had 
won the suit in the lower courts. Her 
husband had bought thp island from a 
person whom he supposed to own the 
fee, 
buc who was admittedly a squat- 


ter. Of course Mr, Leib secured from 
the former occupancy no better title 
to the island than he had and that 
was only a squatter's right. 


The only claim that Mrs. Leib could 


make was that she had been in un- 
disputed possession of the island for 
many years, and that her husband was 
an old soldier. The courts held that 
the statute of limitations did not run 
against the state, and, of course, the 
military service of her'husband gave 
her no advantage in the courts. 


She appealed the matter to the legis- 


lature, however, where these argu- 
ments were more influential, and a 
special act giving her the island was 
the result. 
Since then she has con- 


inued to occupy the island as a fruit 
[arm. 
With this use of it her position 


was not specially objectionable, but 
with the uses of the island for oil and 
gas 'the state board of public works 
sees its conversion into an eye-sore 
at best, and possibly something that 
will make it impossible to use the re- 
servoir as a public park.

No one doubts the severi- 


ty of the storm which will ilse in the 
country in i espouse to the emperor's 
dispersal of the men whom he wel- 
comed two months ago In the winter 
palace as the "best men In Russia." 
But the die is cast. The government 
has elected to fight, and the capital 
bears eloquent testimony of the pre- 
parations made to repress the masses 
by force.
